from the instant elected invention by the position equivalent to applicants R5. The prior 
art has the position equivalent to R5 as hydrogen, however, applicants instant elected 
invention requires R5 to be hydroxy, -0(C1-C6)alkyl, -OC(0)Rf; fluorine or-C(0)ORc. 
The prior art neither teaches nor provides motivation to prepare applicants instant 
elected invention wherein R5 is hydroxy, -0(C1-C6)alkyl, -OC(0)Rf, fluorine or-
